in the senate tomorrow. 

Patterned after suggestions by

special committee, the Hill meas- 
ure also conforms with the ideas 
presented before the same commit- 
tee by Harold D. Smith, director” 
of the budget.

Tentative plans provide for a 
continued high level of field crops, 
but the prospective cut in live- 
stock would reduce total farm and 
food production to a level between 
those of 1942 and 1943. 

Livestock supplies during the 
past three years were based on the 
year-to-year production of feed 
plus large reserves built up before 
the war. Those reserves have 
been used up and there is not 
enough land and manpower to ex- 
pand feed production to Ivels 
which would be necessary to 
maintain this year’s livestock 
numbers, 

The livestock industry already 
is cutting back to meet lower feed 
levels. 

GOAL FOR HOGS 

The degree of the contemplated 
contraction is indicated by tenta- 
tive goals on hogs. The WFA now 
plans to ask for a 1945 spring pig 
crop of only 57,000,000 head com- 
pared with 62,000,000 this year 
and about 75,000,000 last year. 
The 1945 fall crop goal may be 
about 38,000,000 head compared 
with this year’s revised fall crop 
goal of about 40,000,000 and a 1943 
fall crop of about 55,000,000. 


Preliminary plans call for a re- 
duction of from 10 to 15 per cent 
in chickens and eggs. 

The WFA now expects, how- 
ever, to ask farmers to maintain 
production of most crops at this 
year’s level. The 1945 milk goal 
likewise will be kept at the 1944 
figure. 
It is possible that the cotton goal 
for 1945 may be increased for the 
first time since the war started. 
Farm experts expect the end of 
the war in Europe to bring Euro- 
pean demand for considerable 
American coton. Although present 
overall supplies are _ relatively 
large, there are shortages of some 
grades.

Allies Hope Nazis Quit Rome 


And Spa 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(4)— 
The fate of historic Rome seemed 
certain tonight to be decided in the 
next week or 10 days of the battle 
of Italy. 

Indications that the Germans 
may retire from the Eternal City 
without a fight, and thus spare it 
the devastating ravages of a great 
siege, are being studied avidly in 


‘military and diplomatic quarters 


here, and there is some hope 
among informed officials that de- 
velopments will prove favorable. 

The American attitude, as an- 
nounced by President Roosevelt, 
is that the safety of Rome rests 
with the Germans in whose power 
it has been since the fall of the 
Musolini government, To the ex- 
tent that the enemy made use of 
the city for military purposes, the 
President has argued, the Allies 
have been compelled to attack it. 


Whether the chief executive 
will restate this position to fix 
public attention anew on the re- 
sponsibility of the German high 
command in the critical days now 
at hand remains to be seen. His 
decision on this point may be in- 
fluenced by military events. 

The main fact of these events 
to date now threatens to envelope 
the Nazi division south of Rome 
in a flanking movement by the 
Anzio beachhead forces. 

To military men it now appears 
that the only way the Germans 
can extricate a part of their forces 
is to flee with all possible speed 
into the hills north of Rome and 
make no attempt to defend the 
city. 

That such a withdrawal actually

mans is shown in Nazi propaganda 
broadcasts attempting to minimize 
the importance to the Allies of cap- 
turing Rome and at the same time 
discussing creation of a new de- 
fense line north of the city. 

Rome has considerable strategic 
importance because it is the hub 
of Italian highways and rail lines. 
No army can fight on one side of 
it and obtain its supplies from the 
other side without shipping them 
via Rome. This will be equally 
true, as competent authorities now 
foresee the situation, when Allied 
forces are fighting north of Rome 
and are supplied from the Naples 
area. 


President. Roosevelt’s last pre- 
vious statement on the preserva- 
tion of Rome was made in a mes- 
Sage to Prime Minister de Valera 
of Ireland on April 19. De Valera 
messaged both Berlin and Wash- 
ington expressing fears for the 
city’s destruction and urging its 
protection. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he shared the 
concern but that the Germans 
were making use of Rome for 
purely military operations and “if 
the German forces were not en- 
trenched in Rome, no question 
would arise concerning the city’s 
preservation. 

About the same time the Ger- 
man government again proclaimed 
its position that Rome already had 
been declared an open city and 
was not subject to attack. To this 
Allied military men here replied 
(1) aerial reconnaissance proved 
the city’s transportation system 
was being used for war shipments 
and (2) no government can by 
unilateral action make any place 
an “open city”; that can only be 
done by agreement of both sides.

Industry Plans

WASHINGTON, May 28.—(/)—

U. S. To Let Nurse Aides

Red Cross-trained nurses aides 
now may serve in Army hospitals, 
following the creation of the 
Army Nurse’s Aide Corps by the 
War Department.

Strongest Plane Engine 
In World Ready To Go 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 28.—(4)—The most powerful aircraft engine 
in the world now is at the disposal of the United States Army Air 
Forces, General Manager E. B. Newill, of the General Motors’ Allison 


division, announced today. 
Newill said the new liquid- 


‘cooled, 24-cylinder engine would 


increase the power of the major- 
ity of single-engined fighter planes 
by several hundreds of horse- 
power. 


“Installation of the new engine,” 
Newill asserted, “in aerial fighters 
still on the secret list will make 
United States fighting planes pos- 
sessors of the greatest striking 
power of any aircraft anywhere.” 

The new engine, he said, has 
twice the piston displacement of 
the present standard Allison 12- 
cylinder engine which powers 
such famed American fighters as 
the Lockheed Lightning, the Mus- 
tang P-51, the Invader A-36, the 
Airacobra and the Warhawk. 


Development of the engine be- 
gan here in 1937, was shelved un- 
til 1941 and was completed in 
1942, Newill said. 

He said early mass production 
of the new engine was assured 
because 97 per cent of the pieces 
are interchangeable with those of 
the present Allison. 

Newill said when the new en- 
gine was tested at Wright Field, 
Ohio, in June, 1943, it was rated 
the most powerful ever to pass 
those tests. The horsepower has 
been increased since then, he said, 
and now the engine’s maximum 
ratings approximate 3,000 horse-

wer, 
Weight of the 12-cylinder engine 
is less than one pound per horse- 


power, and “a definite decrease in 
the weight per horsepower has 
been achieved” in the new power 
plant, he said, 

A variety of uses for the engine 
are envisaged, Newill said, since it 
not only can be installed in the 
conventional pursuit planes but in 
multiples can be used to power 
the largest multi-engined planes 
in the world.

“T come to see you about this here.” 

He held out a card. 

“IT thought it was somethin’ about my boy, 
our boy. His mama sent off about it.” 

His suit smelled of moth balls. It was his Sunday suit. His 
shoes were heavy and hand-polished. I polished my own long 
enough to know that you miss the inside of the soles when you do it 
yourself. His hands were brown and hard. 

“I’m from over here in Gwinnett.” 

“Sit down, won't you?” 

He put a black felt hat on the desk. 

“We thought we got cheated,” he said. 

I thought so, too. 

His card had what appeared to be a cheap color print job, dedi- 
cated to the Army. There was, at one corner, a small, orange- 
colored cartoon figure and on it was pasted the clipped-out face 
of a soldier as it had appeared in a newspaper Army and Navy 
column. 

“Cost me a half-dollar,” he said. “And I didn’t think it was 
right. I guess half-dollars come easy to some during the war, but 
they still don’t come so easy to me. Can't get no help,” he said, 
almost apologetically. 

“Tell me about the card.” 

“We got it in the mail. It said on it that the feller was a 
newspaper artist and that he had drawn a picture of our soldier 
which we could have for a half-dollar.. I told mama there was 
something funny about it. I knew they wasn’t makin’ any draw- 
ings of my boy, our boy, I mean. But we sent the half-dollar. 
We got this thing back. You can see. It was cut right out of the 
paper. He didn’t draw nothin’ at all about our boy. He just drew 
that funny body and legs and pasted my boy’s face on it. He cut 
that out of a paper.” 


He sat there, waiting. 
“Well,” I said, “I don’t know

if we can get the proper pun-

JONES 
a Wonder Who Started 
This Fighting Habit 


Presumably, ’way back when the primitive an- 
cestors of the human race first began this habit 
‘of fighting, they did their figbting with no 
weapons save teeth and claws, fists and feet. A 
matter of gouging and scratching, hitting and kicking. 

Then some exceptionally bright biped, the Edison of his time, 
conceived the idea of making his fists more lethal by clutching a 
rock with which to pound the foe’s skull, or other portions of his 
anatomy. 

About the same time some other smart guy of that age picked 
up a broken tree limb and thus discovered the efficacy of a club 
as a weapon. Or, perhaps, he used it to poke at his opponents, thus 
inflicting damage before they could get close enough to use their 
fists. 

By and by the two ideas got together and a really smart 
fighter tied the rock to the end of his length of wood and thus 
made the first crude spear. 

In a little while—maybe a dozen generations or more, some 
other advanced thinkers made a habit of choosing rocks shaped to 
a rough point, the more effectively to jab their enemies and inflict 
fatal wounds. 

It was a long time after that, though, before the next step was 
taken. That was the marvelous idea of making spear points by 
sharpening one rock against another, thus getting sharper-pointed 
bits af flint or other rock and, by hard work, laying in a supply 
ahead of their use. 

That little idea probably resulted in a lot of conquests of the 
dumber tribes by those smart enough to put their women and slaves 
to work sharpening rock spear points. 


THEN CAME THE ARROW Again, a development in prehis- 


toric warfare came about when 
man learned that he could disable or kill his adversary while the 
foe was still out of touch by throwing the spear. That meant 
laying in a stock of the weapons and learning how to throw them 
with accuracy and power. No doubt they did. 

So, the adept spear hurlers were cocks of the walk until, after 
a long, long time, a bright lad made a slingshot. And, with pliable 
strips of hide and a length of timber that would bend, another mirac- 
ulously clever fellow devised the first crude arrow. Thus, with a 
device to hurl spears long distances, mechanical warfare raised its 
ominous head. 

Meanwhile, another series of inventors, had worked out means 
of protection against the newer and newer weapons of offense. 
Toughened leather was made into shields for protection and, when 
man first learned how to extract metal from the earth, iron was 
added to the personal defensive armor as well as to the weapons 
of offense. 

Iron and copper and other metals went into the making of 
swords and spears, as well as into armor.

Passes Along a Couple of Gripes 
Registered by Our Servicemen

| Dear GI Joe & Mae: A doughfoot recently in from Italy says 
a lot of the men get these letters out there and that he was deputized 
to bring in their prime beefs, and deposit them here with the hope 
that something could, be done about them. The beefs go as follows: 


Furloughs. There are three subheads to this. First, they say the 
system isn’t working out evenly, and that men in outfits that have 
been over from 18 months upward have no priority over outfits 
over only six months, and that those in rear echelons get the same 
break as those up where the shooting is. In fact, the young man 
who brought the message to Garcia said he returned with men 
who'd spent only six months in back areas, while he knew of men 
who'd been over and mostly up forward for two years and better. 


The second part of this furlough discomfort concerns the policy 
of bringing in replacements for furloughed non-coms from replace 
ment centers instead of promoting inside the outfit. In other words, 
Sergeant Smith is furloughed back to the States, but, instead of 
promoting the true-and-tried Corporal Brown to handle the squad 
in his absence, thus opening the way for Private Smith to be 
promoted to corporal, etc., an outside sergeant, possibly just over 
from the USA, and with no combat experience whatever, is brought 
in from the nearest replacement camp. The boys say this is bad 
for morale because it gives none of them anything extra to work for, 

The third part concerns the hesitance of officers to let good men 
go home, through fear that they won't get them back. According 
to this bill of particulars, when an experienced sergeant, or some 
such, comes home, quite often, at the completion of his furlough, 
he is detached from his original outfit, assigned to another, possibly | 
a new one just being activated, and shipped overseas to some other 
theater, Because of this, officers who are accustomed to lean heavily 
on such men refuse to chance losing them. The result is that good 
men, many of them married men, with every right, through length . 
of service and valiant performance, to come home, if anybody's 
coming home, are refused furloughs and kept in the fighting. 


ANOTHER COMPLAINT Gripe No. 2 concerns the method of 

operating OCS and aviation cadet 
schools. They say the system is unfair to men overseas. To quote the 
young man exactly, he said: “We often find ourselves serving under 
officers drafted into the service long after we had departed for 
overseas duty. These 90-day wizards have arrived to command men 
who knew the score over there long before any of them had even 
been nailed by the draft board. Little opportunity was given any of 
us to qualify for either of the groups, and when we did receive 
word that such and such a school was open, by the time we filled 
out the umpteen thousand requests in triplicate, the school was 
closed. It doesn’t do a soldier’s morale any good in Italy or the 
Pacific to get a home town paper and read where some guy back 
home has been commissioned after having been deferred for the 
first year or two that the nation was at war.” ~ 


This young man was as reasonable as ‘a soldier could be under 
the circumstances. He said they all know the difficulties involving 
transportation, they realize it’s a big war, that it can’t be run to 
satisfy everybody, and that a soldier’ going to gripe, come all this 
and heaven too. But that’s what the boys talk about in the fox- 
holes, he said, and if anybody can do anything about it, he'll be 
hitting a real lick for freedom, he insisted. 


This column religiously keeps its nose out of the fighting part 
of the war, and considers it a very wise plan for all civilians to do 
likewise. You gentlemen would be galloping wildly and simul- 
taneously in all directions out there if 50,000,000 chair-borne 
Napoleons back here were issuing orders or, making suggestions and 
your generals and admirals paid any attention. Part of the above 
is new, but that part about worried CO’s keeping their good men 
around them is as old as the Army. In fact, it’s older than the 
Army because it comes under the head of self-preservation—in this 
case, self-preservation of the outfit’s efficiency. 


I have only one voice. It may not be very loud. On any such 
subject as this it can’t go in demanding. Maybe since the fighting 
has restarted in the area here involved, all talk about furloughs is 
futile at the moment, anyhow. But I will pass the information 
along. In fact, this publication passes it. I’ll pass it directly, too 
and we'll see what happens. I know the Arnty makes every effort 
to be fair. In the meanwhile, keep pitching.

Revelations of Teheran Meet 
Indicate Little or No Progress 


Many will have read with interest Forrest Davis’ reports in the 
Saturday Evening Post on what happened in Teheran. 


The propriety of making officia 


revelations through privileged 


articles is dubious. The administration has done it time and again— 
in the Darian affair, as revealed by Demaree Bess; in Our Govern- 


ment’s Plan for a 
Kingsbury Smith; in The White 
Paper on the prelude to the war 
as revealed by Joseph Alsop and 
and Robert Kintner. 

It is a way of making official 
revelations without official respon- 
sibility for accuracy. It privileges 
certain journalists at the expense 
of others. And it permits a colora- 
tion of the facts. , 

Having said this, we must never- 
theless study Mr. Davis’ account 
of what happened at Teheran, as a 
most important document. It re- 
veals some encouraging things 
gbout our foreign policy—and 
<Shers not so encouraging. The 
agreement between the United 
States, Britain and Russia rests 
on a realistic recognition of the 
disaster that would follow a dis- 
ruption of relations in the peace 
to come. 

Those who think of President 
Roosevelt as a crusader and gen- 
eral do-gooder to the world will 
get small support for their theory 
from Mr. Davis’ expose of what 
his foreign policy really is. Mr. 
Roosevelt is thinking in terms of 
power, and he has no intention of 
liquidating any power position that 
the United States can maintain. 
FDR’S REALISM 

In this he realistically accepts 
that the power of the United 
States cannot widen unless two 
partners can increase theirs. The 
chief problem is how each of the 
three can increase its own power 
without getting into trouble with 
the others. Britain and America, 
for instance, are prudently con- 
cerned with limiting Russian pow- 
er in Europe. On the other hand, 
the United States at least, is will- 
ing to see the Soviets have an 
access to the Atlantic, and the 
President suggested the creation 
of a“Free State” of Kiel under 
“United Nations” authority, inter- 
nationalizing the German Kiel 
canal connecting the Baltic and 
North Seas, which is capable of 
carrying capital ships. 

For this he won an enthusiastic 
handshake from Stalin—but not 
from Churchill. 

In order to keep within the 
limits of the Atlantic Charter, Mr. 
Roosevelt goes back to the League 
of Nations mandate theory, but 
wants to see it exercised as a 
“trusteeship” to prevent the man- 
datory powers from considering 
themselves outright owners of 
ports, harbors, colonies and stra- 
tegic islands. Apparently the for- 
mer practice of the powers to re- 
gard mandates as their own ter- 
ritory is to be restricted by fly- 
ing a United Nations flag along 
with their own. I confess to skep- 
ticism regarding the effectiveness 
of this. 

TRUE PICTURE 

The real situation seems to be: 
The President wants an extension 
of American power in the south 
Pacific and to the western shores 
of Africa, in what is now French 
territory—possibly in Dakar. No 


rich territories, but control over | 
large oceanic territories and air | 


bases for considerations of se- 
curity will thus be won. 

Obviously the Russians are 
here disinterested. The _ real 
trouble might arise with the 
British. But it is already appar- 
ent that they will be compen- 
sated for a relative weakening of 
their position in Asiatic waters 
by gains in Africa at the expense 
of Italy, and by a solidification 
of their position in the Near 
East. 

Russia wants a_ restoration, 
with a few accommodations, of 
her empire of 1914. 

This is power politics on a 
great scale. One should not fear 
words: All politics involve power. 
But this arrangement, though it 
might settle the affairs of the Big 
Three, would hot settle the af- 
fairs of the globe. It is signifi- 
cant that Mr. Davis reports that 
mo conclusions were reached re- 
garding the future of Germany, 
and that the President threw his 
weight against any explicit agree- 
ments, preferring to await de- 
velopments there. Yet the fu- 
ture of Germany is of primary 
concern to both SBritain and 
Russia. 

Indeed, the whole of Europe 
fis left a blank, except for the 
epparent intention of the Presi- 
dent to acquire American bases 
on French African soil—which 
may throw the clearest light yet 
on his strained relations with 
General de Gaulle. 

Yet the future of Europe is the 
burning question and will deter- 
mine whether or not there is 
permanent peace. The Teheran 
picture seems to assume that 
with the defeat of Germany, Eu- 
rope as a whole will be reduced 
to insignificance. 

Tf any European country is to 
play a role in world affairs, it 
will do so only as a satellite of 
one or the other big owers. All 
other alternatives are apparently 
excluded.

Side With Avery 
In Ward Case

PRINCETON, N. J.—The gov- 
ernment’s seizure of the Chicago 
plants of Montgomery-Ward late 
last month attracted more public 
attention than almost any other 
domestic event of recent months. 

In fact, a survey just completed, 
covering every state in the coun- 
try, reveals that an overwhelming 
87 per cent of the nation’s voters 
have either heard or redd about 
the case. 

This does not of course mean 
that all of these people are famil- 
iar with the basic issues at stake 
in the dispute which culminated 
in a presidential order to take over 
the plants of the giant mail order 
house, The survey finds that about 
two out of every three who have 
heard or read about the affair say 
they have not studied the case 
thoroughly enough to be familiar 
with the arguments. 

Therefore, the present survey 
placed special emphasis upon get- 
ting the opinion of those who are 
comparatively well informed about 
the Montgomery-Ward case. This 
group, totaling approximately one- 
third of all those who have heard 
or read about the case, consists of 
people who, in the course of ques- 
tioning by field reporters for the 
institute, showed t they know 
what the chief arguments in the 
case are about. They were asked: 

“From -what you know about 
this case, which side are you more 
inclined to believe is in the right 
—Montgomery-Ward, or the gov- 
ernment?” 

Those expressing an opinion 
vote as follows: 

Believe Montgomery- 

Ward in the right 
Believe government is 
in the right 

The survey finds, interestingly 
enough, that the opinions of the 
informed group do not differ from 
the opinions of the country as a 
whole, the latter being 60 per cent 
in favor of Ward’s, 40 per cent in 
favor of the government, among 
those with opinions, 

The group most outspoken in 
favor of the government is organ- 
ized labor. Among labor union 
members familiar with the argu- 
ments in the case, the survey finds 
60 per cent with opinions siding 
with the government, 40 per cent 
with Montgomery-Ward. 

In a survey conducted immedi- 
ately after the government took 
over the Ward plants on April 28, 
the institute found that, on the 
basis of first reactions, 61 per cent 
of those with opinions through- 
out the country were inclined to 
side with Montgomery-Ward, .39 
per. cent with the government.

Friend-Reporter 
Dies at Cassino— 


One of ‘Our’ Bunch 


LONDON—(By Wireless)—The 
good news from Italy has been 
tinged with bad for some of us 
who still have strong roots and 
half our hearts in that cruel bat 
tleground, 

The name of Roderick MacDon- 
ald means nothing to you in 
America but it meant much to 
many of us who marched with the 
wars in Tunisia, Sicily and Italy. 
For Mac was one of our bunch 
—a war correspondent—and he 
was killed the other day at Cas- 
sino. 

Mac was a Scot. His family emi- 
grated to Australia and he was 
schooled there and eventually 
went to work for the Sydney 
Morning Herald. He left Australia 
in 1941 and followed the wars to 
China, the Near East and all 
through Africa. 

We first knew him in Tunisia. 
Just after Tunis fell he came 
down with a savage recurrence 
of malaria and spent three weeks 
in a hospital. Finally he got 
strong enough to get back to Al- 
giers during that peaceful inter- 
val between Tunisia and Sicily. 
SIX WEEKS OF PEACE 

During that time our public re- 
lations section was set up in a 
camp on the sandy and gentle 
shore of the Mediterranean, some 
200 miles outside Algiers. That’s 
where I used up those six weeks 
of peace—one of the grandest six 
weeks of my life, just lolling in 
my tent, eating well, working a 
little, reading a lot, mostly loaf- 
ing and being wonderfully warm. 

Roderick MacDonald sent word 
that he was in a hotel in Algiers 
and I got a jeep and went and 
picked him up. He was so weak 
he couldn’t even carry his bed 
roll. We brought him out to camp 
and put him in the tent next to 
mine, 

For days he lay listlessly, with 
strength enough only to get up 
for meals. The sun was broiling 
and he would strip down to his 
shorts and lie there in the hot 
sand, baking his body a sleek 
brown. Gradually life began to 
flow into him again, his face fill- 
ed out, the glaze left his eyes, 
and the famous MacDonald smile 
and MacDonald barbed retort be- 
gan to return. 

EYERYTHING TO LIVE FOR . 

Mac had everything to live for, 
and he loved being alive. He was 
young, tall, handsome, brilliant, 
engaging. He had a_e sensitive 
mind and he would have been a 
novelist had there been no war. 

Among Americans he was the 
best-liked British correspondent I 
have ever known, With his Scot- 
tish and Australian heritage he 
understood us. He would kid the 
pants off us about the way we 
talked, and mimic our flat pro- 
nunciation in his yarns. He in 
turn took the same razzing about 
his Oxford accent. He had never 
been to America but it was his 
one ambition to go there. 

Like most correspondents, Mac 
felt that he had to write a book. 
He had it about two-thirds finished 
when he came to our camp to re- 
cuperate. During the latter days 
of his stay, when his strength had 
returned, he tapped away bellig- 
erently on his little typewriter, 
cussing the day he ever started 
the book, resenting the deadline 
his London publishers were heck- 
ling with him. But he did finish it. 
NEVER READ BOOK 

The day I arrived in London 
from Italy I went into a bookstore, 
and I noticed Mac’s book. 
bought it just because I knew Mac, 
and brought it home and put it on 
the table, but never did read it. 

Now I will read it. What an 
ironic world, that only the com- 
pulsion of death makes us do for 
our friends—in more ways than 
merely reading a book—what we 
should have done while they still 
lived. 

I suppose my best friend in 
Italy was Lieutenant Colonel Ed 
Bland, a dive-bomber squadron 
leader. He was a tall, blond west- 
erner of 28, who looked much old- 
er than he was and who had the 
open honesty and good humor of 
the west. Word has just come that 
he has been shot down. 

Probably the story has been told 
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is it?”

ents. The letter that brought the 
word to me said this: 

“Ed was strafing about 30 feet 
above the ground when a small 
shell set his plane afire under- 
neath.

“The wing man said his ’chute 
didn’t open till he was 200 feet 
from the ground.

News, was a close friend of Ed’s. 
We used to sit around indulging in 
idiotic talk and Ed was always 
talking about how funny it would 
be to telephone Rome for hotel 
reservations and throw the Ger- 
mans into a aoe 

After I left Italy Ed’s oil line 
stopped up one day on a mission 
near Rome and he was certain he 
would have to bail out. Later he 
told Wick that while he was in 
trouble and sure he’d have to jump 
he got to thinking about that tele- 
phone idea and had to laugh to 
himself. 

And now that he really has bail- 
ed out, Wick sends along this 
thought In a letter: 

“Ed’s time was short at 1,500, 
but I have a hunch the telephone 
idea came to him again on the 
way down.” 

If Ed did call up Rome for 
reservations I hope the Germans 
gave him the royal suite, for he’s 
the best there is.

Miss Ware Gives You Timely Advice 
For Storing Your Winter Clothing 


A dreaded task lies immediately 
ahead of every housekeeper—that 
af storing winter clothing and fur- 
nishing for the summer months. 
It used to be a simple matter, but 
then many things were far simpler 
‘before there was a war. We used 
to phone the dry cleaner, select- 

one from the many cards 50- 
it our business which we re- 
cei at the door or in the mail; 
the very polite man came, we piled 
the garments and goods into his 
arms and off they went. In the 
fall they came back all cleaned 
and pressed, fresh and safe. Rugs, 
draperies, blankets, comforters, 
evening clothes—there were taken 
care of, too, and all at a very mod- 
erate cost. 

That this situation has changed, 
you need not be reminded. Short- 
ages of manpower, materials, 
trucks for pick up and delivery, 
even of such things as hangers 
and bags has created a need for 
more self-reliance in these mat- 
ters on the part of the housekeep- 
er. There is still a good deal of 
satisfactory dry cleaning available, 
and some storage facilities. But 
not enough to take care of every- 
one and everything as of old. As 
it becomes necessary for the indi- 
vidual to take care of some of his 
things, it is highly important that 
we understand some facts about 
what constitutes proper and safe 
storage of clothing and goods. And 
for the good reasons that prices of 
new things are in many cases far 
advanced and prewar materials 
cannot be duplicated now. 

Moth damage is the greatest 
danger. All clothing and blankets, 
small rugs and such, to be put 
away from the summer should be 
cleaned, washed or dry cleaned, 
as in the case of sweaters, blan- 
kets, overcoats, suits, etc. Then 
they should be sprayed with one 
of the moth-preventative liquids 
made for that purpose. Some of 
these are odorless, most are stain-

There are many good moth-kill- 
ing sprays on the market. There 
is one called a “moth-immunizer” 
which was developed by the fa- 
mous late Dr. Carver, Negro scien- 
tist at Tuskegee. It has a pine 
odor, is stainless, and the manu- 
facturer offers a money-back guar- 
antee along with the statement 
that “not one case of moth damage 
has ever been reported after its 
use.” This product sells for $1.75 
a quart; $5 a gallon. 

A very good brand of crystals 
costs $2.50 for five pounds. In us- 
ing moth balls or crystals be sure 


a sufficient qantity is used. Put 
a good, liberal sprinkling over 
each layer of clothing as it is 
packed down. The sprayers, of 
course, are best for clothing that 
is to remain hanging. 

Apart of the protection against 
moth damage is to keep the air 
around garments and other things 
fully saturated with the fumes 
from evaporating crystals and 
sprays. This can best be done if 
a certain closet is set apart for 
storage purposes. There air space 
can be figured and enough moth- 
proventative put in at one time

Pre-Summer Slimming Series 
For Reducing Excess Pounds 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


This week Ida Jean Kain 
gives a pre-summer slimming 
series to start you on the way to 
reducing 20 to 25 pounds... 
and slimming off nine inches, 
all from the right spots. 

If you are 20 to 25 pounds over 
pleasingly plump and you intend 
to take it off when you get around 
to it, it might help you to start 
right along with someone else. It 
seems to cheer you on to hear 
about anybody who has slimmed 
down, so this time, how about 
starting right along with them? 
This is an actual case, and our 
model is going to take off 25 
pounds. 

She writes... “I used to wear 
size 18, now I’m bursting out of a 
20... Can you help me get down 
to normal?” 

Our model is 5’ 6” tall, weighs 
165 pounds and measures bust 
41,” waist 321-2”, and hips 43.” 
She confesses that she can’t seem 
to get started on a diet or an ex- 
ercise program but she _ thinks 
maybe she could if I would outline 
one for her. All right, here it is... 

The most any woman should 
weigh even with a stocky frame is 
110 pounds for the first five feet 
and fve pounds for each extra 
inch. So figure it out and see just 
where you stand, Our reducer 
needs to get down to 140 pounds, 
which is 25 pounds to go. Taking 
off that amount of weight will re- 
duce the bust measurement a good 
three inches. That will give her a 
38” bust measurement which will 
be just about right. Exercise for 
this part of the figure is important 


too, because the musceles which 


support the bust must be toned to 
improve the contour, but it’s tak- 
ing off the weight that lessens the 
size of this measurement. 

Let’s get the waistline really 
nice while we're about it, and 
have it nine inches less than the 
38” bust, which will give her a 29- 
inch waist. That means whittling 
off three and a half inches. That’s 
not difficult to do, with stretching 
through the middle,’ twisting 
smack at the waist and adding a 
side bend. But it takes a little ex- 
ercise every day. 

Now the hips. With a 38” bust, 
our reducer should have hips that 
measure not more than 40”. Three 
inches to come off. And that takes 
exercise every day. The best kind 
are leg swinging and rolling. 

How long will it take to reduce 
20 to 25 pounds, and slim 3” off 
the bust, 3 1-2” off the waist and 
3” off the hips?. It can easily be 
done in 12 weeks. It could be done 
faster, but you want to improve 
your health and féel better than 
you have in years and look 
younger. 

Tomorrow I will outline the ex- 
act food pattern that will let you 
reduce two pounds a week and 
change your food habits so you 
will stay slim.

The churches 
might profitably follow the tech- 
nique employed by “Alcoholics 
Anonymous,” which is the na- 
tional organization that is sal- 
vaging thousands of drunkards 
of both sezes.) 


CASE C-255: Henry D., aged 35, 
is a talented dentist. 


“My wife is about to divorce 
me, however,” he said, “because 
I can’t let whisky alone. It is 
ruining my home as well as my 
practice. I used to think I could 
quit the drink habit if I wanted 
to, but I guess I was wrong. What 
would you recommend?” 


I told Henry I would refer his 
case to our Chicago branch of the 
society called Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, which is made up of former 
drunkards from all walks of life. 


DOMINANT FORCE 


One of our leading Chicago 
newspapermen is a dominant 
force in this society, for it contains 
many professional men and wom- 
en, as well as laymen. 


That same afternoon two men 
walked into Henry’s dental office 
and introduced themselves. One 
was a doctor and the other a law- 
yer. They belonged to Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 


They bundled Henry into their 
auto and headed for Oak Park, a 
suburb of Chicago, where their 
weekly meeting was to be held 
that night. 

Henry had called his wife just 
before he left the office, but she 
upbraided him for not coming 
home, alleging that he was simply 
going on another spree. 

So he took some pamphlets 
home with him as evidence, and is 
now headed back to normalcy and 
freedom from the drink habit. 


ALCOHOLICS ANONYMOUS 


Alcoholics Anonymous employs 
several sound psychological prin- 
ciples in curing chronic drunkards. 

First, it gets them to confess 
that they are helpless victims of 
alcohol. As long as a man tries to 


kid himself along by saying he can 
always quit liquor, as well as to- 


bacco, whenever he wants to do' 


so he will rarely be able to break 
the dominance of such bad habits. 

But as soon as he openly admits 
that he is a slave to these chemical 
agents, there is hope of helping 
him. He is then told that chronic 
alcoholism is a disease. 

Moreover, he associates with 
others who have previously sunk 
to the depths of degradation and 
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poverty because of liquor. They 
match his story with their own 
autobiographies, for they have 
“testimonial” and “confessional’’ 
periods at every meeting. 


He feels better to know, there- 
fore, that he is in a crowd like 
himself who also have been vic- 
tims of this alcoholic disease, 


HINTS FOR CHURCHES 


Then he becomes the protege 
of one of the cured members. The 
latter is responsible for his wel- 
fare. If he begins to backslide, his 
sponsor is right on the job and 
may call in other members to help 
buoy up the weakening morale of 
the new member, 


They keep telling him that they 
also did some backsliding, but not 
to worry, for he’ll be cured. This 
is excellent positive suggestion and 
re-stimulates him to renewed 
courage. 

As such, it is far superior to the 
criticism of the wife or family 
who tell him “I knew you couldn't 
quit.” 

As soon as the victim is cured, 
then he is immediately made 
sponsor of some other newcomer 
to the organization. This respon- 
sibility for setting an exampple to 
his protege; thus helps inspire the

AFL’s Gossett Explains | 


How ‘Little Steel’? Works 


In the administration of wage 
stabilization, the War Labor 
Board does not apply the Little 
Steel Formula to wages of individ- 
uals, but takes the weighed aver- 
age of wages for an entire plant 
in determining whether increases 
are to be allowed, 

This was explained by Albert 
Gossett, of Atlanta, an AFL mem. 
ber of the fourth regional WLB 
in an attempt to clarify what he 
termed “misinterpretations of the 
effects of the Little Steel For- 
mula.” 

For all practical purposes, the 
15 per cent increase in wages al- 
lowable under the formula has 
been exhausted and emphasis is 
now placed on _ substandards of 
living, gross inequities and intra- 
plant inequalities, he said.
